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ADVISORY ACTION 



The following is an Advisory Action in response to the After Final Amendment 
submitted on April 22, 2003. 

The proposed amendment will not be entered because it raises new issues that 
would require further consideration and search. In particular, the amendment 
completely changes the position of the vehicle sensor in relation to the antenna. Prior 
to the After Final Amendment, claims 1 and 6 read, "...a vehicle sensor preceded by 
said antenna..." (emphasis added) In general, when object A is preceded by object B, 
this means that object B comes before object A. The proposed After Final Amendment 
is in direct opposition to this definition. The proposed After Final Amendment has 
claims 1 and 6 reciting, "...a vehicle sensor positioned at a location closer to oncoming 
vehicles than said antenna..." (emphasis added) This is now positioning the vehicle 
sensor (i.e., object A) before the antenna (i.e., object B) along the roadway. Thus, the 
proposed After Final Amendment is positioning the vehicle sensor and the antenna in 
complete opposites of how they were positioned prior to the amendment. 

Accordingly, this new position was not contemplated during the prosecution 
history; therefore, a new search and consideration would be required.
